Cattle feeders are expect¬ 
ed to market 0.14 million 
head of cattle during the 
July through September 
quarter, 7% more than 
during the some quarter a 
year earlier, USDA said in 
its cattle-on-feod report. 

Reports CNS, cattle-on- 
feed for the slaughter 
market on July 1 totaled 
9.57 million head in the 23 
states, 1% less than on July 
1, 1980, USDA said. This is 
the smallest July 1 number 
on feed since 1975. 

Both steer and heifer 
numbers in lighter weight 
groups were considerably 
lower than last year, while 
the number of cattle in 
heavier weight groups 
posted an increase over a 
year ago. 

Cattle placements during 
the April through June 


quarter totaled 5.95 million, 
6% above the flume quarter 
of 1980. Marketings during 
the April through June 
quarter totaled 5.59 million 
head, down 1% from a year 
earlier and the lowest since 
1975, USDA said. 

The July 1 cattle on feed 
inventory included 6.20 
million steers and steer 
calves, 1 % less than on July 
1, 1980. Steers and steer 
calves represented 65% of 
the total July 1 inventory on 
feed both in 1981 and 1980, 
USDA said. Heifer and 
heifer calf numbers totaled 
3.33 million head. 2% more 
thanayearago. 

The 23-state cattle-on- 
feed report was generally 
friendly for the cattle 
feeding industry in the long 
term, according to livestock 
analysts contacted by CNS. 


The si-ven-slnte place¬ 
ment figuru for June, at 
9J % of n year earlier, was 
the most friendly part of the 
report, according to Dick 
Hummel. Formers Grain 
and Livestock analyst. For 
the first time in the past 
year, Hummel uuid, market¬ 
ings were larger than place¬ 
ments.

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Medicated feed regulations 


NCA cites need for revision 


The National Cattlemen's 
Assn, has called for 
substantial revisions in the 
Food & Drug Administra¬ 
tion's proposed new medi¬ 
cated feed regulations. 
Included is 8 recommend¬ 
ation that there be apecific 
provisions for mixer-feed¬ 
ers who mix feed for their 
own livestock, as compared 
with commercial feed man¬ 
ufacturers. 

In comments filed with 
FDA, NCA acknowledged 
that there can bo benefits 
from FDA's deregulatory 
moves affecting the com¬ 
mercial feed business, but it 
emphasized that there 
should bB a distinction in 
certain regulatory proce- 
riureH betweon persona 
mixing food for their own 
animals, of a single species, 
and those mixing feods for 
multiple species and for 
resale and distribution. 

If . a distinction is not 
made, NCA indicated, 
many livestock producers 
will face more complex 
regulatory procedures, and 
they Will have to buy and 
use more costly medicated 
feed products, without any 
improvement In the safety 
of the food being produced;' 


Under FDA's propoaal,. 
each animal drug used in 
fe^ids would be assigned to 
one of three, categories, 
depending on relative toxi¬ 
city. Feed products would 
be divided into three types .; 
(A, B and C), depending on 
toxicity and relative concen-; 
tration of the drug in the 
feed, Generally,-a Type A. 
feed would be a premty; a 
Type B product would be a 
concentrate-, a Typft C 
: product would he a com¬ 
plete feed.,' 

• NCA maintains that regu- 
latory procedures based on 
drug concentration sure not • 
‘ Boiindly baspd. It,' "cites 
‘evidence that' greater dis- 
; persion, of d drug in a • 


supplement does not neces¬ 
sarily improve dispersion in 
the feed. 

Among concerns ex¬ 
pressed by NCA: 

• Proposed regulations 
based on drug concentra¬ 
tion would not employ regu¬ 
latory resources mofit ef¬ 
ficiently. A more appro¬ 
priate basis would be 
intended use related to the 
purpose for which the feed 
is produced. 

• The proposod program 
would require now controls 
on “old drugs" that have 
been used without any 
animal or human safety 
problems. There would bo 

. additional regulatory com¬ 
plexity without additional 
protection to the public. 

• Some livestock produc¬ 
ers, in order to avoid certain 
red tape under tho proposod 
plan, would feel compolled 
to uao more dilute medi¬ 
cated food products. This 
would add to thoir costs, 
but, for reasons outlined in 
tho statement, contribute 
nothing to safety, 

• Mixer-feeders already 
are . subject to regulatory 
action for any illegal 
residues. U.S. officials .say 
regulations providing lor 
inspection of Imported meat 

- are adequate to assume 
safety. Those officials do 
not control feed mixing or 
feeding In other countries. 
If government inspections 
for possible residues are 
adequate for Imported 


meat, residue checking 
should be adequate for 
domestic meat producers 
also—without subjecting 
them to feed regulations 
designed for the commer¬ 
cial feed Industry. 

NCA said purchasers of 
Typo B and Typo C 
medicated feed products 
should, as proposed, be 
exempt from medicated 
feed application regula¬ 
tions. In addition, the 
association recommended a 
special modicutod feed 
application program, separ¬ 
ate from thnt for commercial 
food manufacturers, for 
those mixer-feeders who 
purchase Typo A promixes. 
This would' DRBUro safety of 
drug use while eliminating 
much of tho rod tnpo applied 
to commercial food compan¬ 
ies, 

NCA also pointed out that 
proposed new fond safety 
iegiHlntion would provide 
foT a one-time location 
registration system for 
producers buying undiluted 
animal drugs, FDA was 
urged to consider this 
concept as an alternative 
procedure under present 
Jaw. The concept would 
allow mixer-feeders using 
home-grown grains to buy 
more concentrated products 
as they mix complete feeds 
for their cattle. 


Never trust a man who 
can look a pretty woman 1 in 
the eye. 
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June and July by cattle 
feeders and current feedlots 
have altered some analysts' 
projections. 

Peak marketings will 
occur in September, with 
slaughter unchanged to 2% 
higher from tho Bnmo time 
last year, according to Bob 
Fiico, analyst with tho 
Western Livestock Market¬ 
ing Information Project. 

Peak slaughter will occur 
in Octohor, given good 
pasture condition?*, said 
Dick Hummel, an analyst 
with Farmers Grain and 
Livestock, although non-fed 
steer and heifer slaughter 
will be the determining 
factor. If moisture condi¬ 
tions deteriorate, there will 
be an incrense in cow and 
non-fed slaughter curlier 
and slaughter lovchi will 
peak in August ns a result, 
he said. 

Hummel said he was not 
convinced fed cattle prices 
would "fall apart" during 
the next few weeks because 
the average fed cattle 
market weight has been 
lighter than normal, around 
1,080 lb. on steers and 
heifers combined. 

Also, Hummel said, the 
light feedlot trade volume 
the Inst throe weeks docs 
not inrlicute feedlots are 
becoming less current. 
However, trade volume 
does need to increase 
during the nexL two weoks, 
or problems could develop, 
ho said. 

Hummel estimated daily 
slaughter to uveruge 
130,000 head in October. 
120,000 head in August and 
123,000 head in September.

Futures act as key 


CONFLICTING FUNDAMENTAL niynols in livestock 
markets led to outlook uncertainty among market 
participants at the Chicago Mercantile Exchange last week, 
resulting in a sideways trading pattern in livo cattle futures 
but severe price swings in pork belly futures, reports CNS. 

The confused situation was most apparent Wednesday, 
when live entile futures rallied on a seemingly bearish 
fundamental picture and pork belly futures declined amid 
what appeuied to bo a bullish background, at least 

superficially. 

Accordingly, the National Provisioned dressed beef 
prices declined $2 per cwt. from Monday’s close to 
Wednesday's midday. This price decline, plus bearish 
technical signals, resulted in minor closing declines in 
futures Monday and.Tuesday. 

However, despite sharply lower cash cattle prices 
Wednesday morning and early ideas about continued 
carcass weakness, futures opened higher and posted 
moderate closing gains Wednesday. 

The recent lower carcass prices may be sufficient enough 
to stimulate retail demand for fentures. And tho 
relatively high pork product prices recently are probably 
providing underlying competitive support to the carcass 
trade. Dressed beef prices have gained $1-2 from 
Wednesday's midday low to Thursday's close, and futures 
posted slight closing gains Thursday, ns well. 

In addition, although futures prices are fairly well in line 
with cash cattle prices, feedlots appear to be current and 
the cash cattlo trade has been light. Some analysts 
predicted a potential void nf marketings because cattle 
are being kept on feed for shorter periods of time. They 
have even alluded to a possible shortage of deliverable 
cattle against, tho August futures contract—quite n change 
from earlier forecasts of a glut in fed cattle marketings in 
August based on heavy placements in April.

quickly if the Trading 

Compnny Act becomes low. 

Finson agreed that many 
existing agricultural finan¬ 
cial trends will continue and 
accoleraio in the future. 
Agricultural capital needs 
will increase because of 
greater unit size and more 
sophisiticated, automated 
equipment, he said. Profit 
margins will continue to 

narrow. 

Deregulation of the bank¬ 
ing industry, provided for in 
the 1980 Depository Insti¬ 
tutions Deregulation and 
Monetary Control Act, will 
enhance the ability of agri¬ 
culture hankers to compete 
for capital and to meet the 
changing needs of agricul¬ 
ture, Finson said. 

Banks will also supply 
supporting services such as 
computerized accounting 
systems, marketing infor¬ 
mation and plans, invest¬ 
ment and estate planning 
counsel and new approach¬ 
es to finance and ownership 
Ihrough trusts, corpora¬ 
tions, partnerships, joint 
ventures, or cooperative 
approaches with other farm¬ 


ers, he said. 

The bankers also said 
banks will supply many 
services on a fee basis in the 
future. 

Creative banking is need¬ 
ed at o lime when high 
interest rates and overall 
rising costs have squeezed 
farmers cash flow, and 
sometimes taken all profit 
out of fanning operations, 
the bankers said. 

Many farmers have lost 
net worth or had their equity 
eroded because of their 
economic situation and 
inability to repay loans, they 
said. However, most of the 
bankers said they have not 
noticed an increase in farm 
bankruptcies. 

They were also optimistic 
about banking in the 
agricultural sector in com¬ 
ing months because of 
expected profitable crop 
and livestock prospects late 
this year. Most optimism 
was expressed for the 
mid-1980s, when banking 
deregulation will be in its 
final stages and prospects 
for improved U.S. and world 
economies are brighter.

formation never knows of 
the release of their trade 
secrets. Furthermore, at 
this point the submitter 
does not have the right to go 
to court to try to stop the 
release of his vital statistics 
to a competitor. 

He detailed two examples 
where USDA granted infor¬ 
mation under 1 the net in 
1978. In the first, a union 
representing packing house 
workers requested the 
annual livestock slaughter 
data in the United States, 
plant-by-plant, for 1971 so 
thoy could “figure out 
finances, and (have) nn 
edge in negotiating," Kor- 
doy said. 

In the second example, a 
newspaper requested pro¬ 


duction figures, and got all 
but those for the current 
year. In turning down the 
newspaper's uppeal of that 
decision, a USDA official 
acknowledged that ‘ ‘release 
of reports showing current 
slaughter volume to a 
particular plant . . . could 
indeed result in Bevere 
commercial damage ..." 

Other industries have 
found that competition has 
used FOIA procedures to 
obtain business secrets, and 
along with NMA ore urging 
Congress to take quick 
corrective action. However, 
Korody said they expect 
strong opposition from the 
media and estimates it will 
bo at least a year before any 
detailed revision of the act 
will emerge.

than expected, he said. 

Quarterly placements 
were lower than expected 
because cattle feeders 
feared a softer cash cattle 
market after higher April 
and May placements, ac¬ 
cording to Joe Kropf, 
Livestock Business Adviso¬ 
ry Services, Inc. analyst. 
The placement figure will 
be positive for fourth-quar¬ 
ter fed cattlo prices, he said. 

Despite certain friendly 
figures, the report was not 
all that friendly, Greg 
Schimkat, Victorio Co. 
analyst, 9aid. The lower 
placement figure is an indi¬ 
cation that he cattle feeding 
industry is in a demoralized 
state, bb the financial 
conditions of feedlots wors¬ 
en, he said. 

The report will he 
negative for cash prices the 
next 90 days, Schimkat said. 
Prices will bottom by Oct. 1, 
with Choice steers averag¬ 
ing $63.00 to $64.00 perewt. 
then, Panhandle basis. Fed 
cattle numbers will be the 
largest from mid-August to 
mid-October, with numbers 
decreasing in late October 
and Novemher, he said.

Moreover, 
personal contact with your 
commercial customers is 
vital to any successful cattle 
marketing program." 


prices will be steady, 
TIppens and Kropf agreed. 
Doth analysts predicted 
$67.00 lo $68.00 average 
Choice steers, Panhandle 
basis, for August. 

The reports weight 
breakdowns were disap¬ 
pointing to most of the 
analysts. The 900- to 
1,099-pound steer category, 
at 112% of a year earlier, 
and the 700- to 899-pound 
heifer category, at 104% of 
last year, indicated that fed 
cattle markets will be 
“bunched" in late July and 
August, Tippens said. Con¬ 
versely, fewer cattle than 
expected will be available in 
September and October, he 
said.
